“IS NOT EXCES 


OTTAWA, Dec. 15.—The cost of liv- 
ing branch of the labor department, 
after an investigation into the price 
being charged by manufacturers of 
soda biscuits, has come to the decision 
that fifteen cents a pound in bulk 
lots is a reasonable charge for 
commodity. Dr. R. J. McFali, cost of 
living commissioner, in his report 
draws attention to the fact that soda 
biscuits are composed chiefly of flour 
and lard, the lard being about one- 
tenth of the total weight of the ingre- 
dients used. In the process of manu- 


ufacture a portion of the lard, as well | 


as the moisture in the flour, is evap- 
orated, so that the net weight of fin- 
ished soda biscuits is only about the 
same weight as the flour used, When 
the prices of the various commodities 
used is added to the cost of manufac- 
ture, the price charged by the manu- 
facturers of the finished product does 
not, he states, appear to be excessive.

Although it was known that 
some Of the revolting sailors were 
travelling on ordinary traine on whieh 
were many women and children, the 
order was given to derail those trains 
and fire on them with machine guns 
until it was evident that not a human 
being remained alive in the cars. On

CHANGES MADE 
IN RULES FOR 
RUGGER GAME 


TORONTO, Dec. 15,—The annual 
meeting of the Toronto Rugby Foot- 
ball Union was held here Saturday. 
Officers were elected and some 
changes made in the rules that should 
go a long way toward clearing up the 
disputed points. 

Perhaps the most important change 
decided was that a team working up 
the ball and crossing the “line” should 
gain more points than the team that 
takes advantage of thelr own mistake 
to secure a try. The rule as amended 
now reads: 


A try scored by a player crossing his | 
!own goal line with the ball in his pos- 


session and retaining its possession 
stops it so that it is counted five 
points. A try scored through an er- 
ror of the opposing side and 
behind the goal “shall count 
points,” 

Another change is as follows: 

“A player must not deliberately de- 


three 


ball, This means that a player must 
pick the ball up at once. If this is 
not done the penalty will be the Joss 
of the distance but not the loss of 
possession. Should the ball have 
passed over the goal line, It must be 
taken out ten yards and scrimmaged.” 

Another rule makes it clear how the 
playérs must stand on the line of 
scrimmage. The amended rule says 
that it must be one yard apart.

5,000 TROOPS,

Giant Liner is Given Great Recep- 
tion Upon Reaching 


Atlantic Beaport 


Halifax, Dec, 14—The giant White 
Btar liner Olympic arrived here Satur- 
day morning from England with over 
6,000 returning Canadian soldiers and 
some Civilian passengess. The big 
transport arrived off the harbor mouth 
at 8 o'clock and is now proceeding to 
her pier. 

As this is the firet trip of the Olym- 
pic to Halifax since the signing of the 
armistice she was greeted as she 
passed up the harbor channel with a) 
perfect pandemonium of steamer 
whistles and sirens, The wharves of 
the water front were black with cheer- 
ing crowds, while a strong guard was 
stationed at pier two to keep away 
hundreds of people who had no passes 
and therefore could not be permitted 
within the enclosure on the pier. 

Several score of prominent rallway 
officialy from Montrea! and other cen- 
tres are here to receive the Olympic 
and arrange for the speedy transpor- 
tation of the troops to the various 
Poeey, districts, These officials will 
board the steamer as soon as she 
docks and until their conference with 
the authorities on board is over, it is 
expected that press correspondents 
will not be allowed on board,

The owners of the 
roads will not object to the wage 
schedules, provided the tariffs are not 
disturbed. But right here the public 
becomes a party to the contract, That 
waste of $700,000,000 has to be made 
up in freight and passenger rates 
When passenger rates are boosted 50 
per cent, the travelling public has to 
pay; and when freight rates are given 
a like increase the shipper first, the 
consumer ultimately, has to pay. If 
present freight and passenger rates 
are maintained the development of 
the west will be seriously impeded; 
but they cannot be reduced until there 
is a reduction in the cost of operation 
of the railroads. Here is a problem 
whose solution congress cannot evade 
It means more to the west than the 
ultimate destination of the railroad 
property. 

The British government has alrea jy 
solved the railway question tn the 
British Isles. The announcement has 
been made in parliament ‘hat tne 
roads will be returned <)> their own- 
ers at the earliest possible moment;
